Federal Receipts of $60,542,363 Wipe

W ashington, Feb. 3.— Prosperity fa 
vored the federal governm ent during 
January, large custom s and internal 
revenue receipts turning a deficit for 
the fiscal year into a surplus of $5,- 
414,635. At this tim e last year there 
was a deficit of $22,357,799. 
January receipts were $60,542,363, or 
$8,0 0 0,0oo greater than January, 1912. 
D isbursem ents were $53,605,790, about 
the sam e as a year ago. Customs re 
eel pts increased $3,000,000, and inter­ 
nal revenue receipts $2,500,000, com­ 
pared with January last year. 
The general fund holds $145,846,020 
and the working balance of the trea s­

Feb. 3.—To the sur­ 
prise of many of its own members and 
of outsiders generally, the senate gave 
Just one vote more than the necessary 
two-thirds in favor of the W’ork s’ con­ 
stitutional 
am endment 
limiting 
the 
tenure of office ut president to one 
lei rn of six years. 
This action of the senate assures 
that if three-fourths of the states racily 
the proposed change within the next 
four years the presidential term of 
Woodrow Wilson will be automatically 
extended two yeaTk, and he will be In­ 
eligible for re-election, as will Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt and William ll. 
Taft. 
The final vote by 
which the un­ 
amended W’orks resolution was adopt­ 
ed proved exciting in the extreme, as 
It was very close throughout and again 
and again it looked as lf the resolution 
was defeated. Senator Henry A. Du­ 
pont, of Delaware, by his belated vote 
in the affirmative at last saved the 
day for the proposed 
constitutional 
change, the result beiug 47 ayes aud 
23 noes. 
In addition to the surprise caused Ufr 
the sue: ess of the resolution, due to 
the apparent drift of senatorial senti 
tneut during the three days' debate on 
the proposition, the way in whic h sev­ 
eral senators voted was surprising and 
almost inexplicable. 
Senator 
l.aFollette, 
for 
instance, 
turned up in opposition to the resolu 
tlon, although its passage would be a 
long step in the direction of prevent­ 
ing Colonel Roosevelt from ever again 
being president of the Cubed States. 
On the other hand, Senator Cummins 
was recorded in the affirmative, while 
the oui) Democratic senator in oppo­ 
sition was Snively, of Indiana Sena 
tors Dixon, of .V! inarm, aud Polndex 
ter, of Washington, both ardent sup 
IKjrters of Roosevelt, of course cast 
their votes in the negative 
Senattor 
Oliver went the same way, while Pen 
rose was recorded in the affirmative 
In all seventeen regular Republicans 
supported the proposition. 
Senator 
Dupont 
had 
been 
paired 
with Senator Ctilbereon, of Texas, arid 
so announced wheu he voted, but said 
that he felt free to have himself re 
corded lu the affirmative, because he 
understood that lf the Texas senator 
were present lie would vote the same 
way. 
There seems to be no doubt that the 
house of representatives will adopt the 
Works resolution or one practically 
identical with it. 
It is also expected 
that th ree fo u rth s of the state legisla­ 
tures will be found to be In favor of 
the constitutional «hange when it is 
submitted to them for rat ifl< at Ion 
The language which it Is proposed to 
insert in the constitution in place of 
the first paragraph of article 2 is as 
follows: 
‘ Tile executive power shill be vest 
e<| in a president of the Failed States 
of America. The term* of the office of 
President shall be six years; ami no 
person who has held the office by elec­ 
tion, or discharged its powers or du­ 
ties, or a* t**d as president under the 
constitution aud laws made in ptirsu 
an re thereof, shall be eligible to boid 
again the ortb e by election.”
